‘On Tuesday of this week I 
had the privilege of meeting at 
the First Baptist Church of Oak 
Cliff with some Baptist brethren 
from over the state. They had 
come together to discuss the 
question of the unification of 
Baptists. For thirty-three years 
there have been statewide bodies 
of Baptists in Texas, the Baptist 
General Convention, and the Bap- 
tist Missionary Association. The 
larger number of Baptist church- 
es and most of the rich city 
churches affiliated with the Bap- 
tist General Convention. The B. 
M. A. Baptists are mainly in 
the country churches and small 
towns. They are usually premil- 
lennidlists and are sound on the 
inspiration of the Bible, usually 
sound on the verbal inspiration, 
the deity of Christ, the blood 
atonement and salvation by grace. 
The B. M. A., 
sionary Association as a_ state 
wide body has been a compara- 
‘tively weak organization and 
has maintained with difficulty a 
small college et Jacksonville and 
an orphan’s home at Waxahachie 
and a weekly paper, the Baptist 
Progress. 

The Baptist General Convention, 
on the other hand, has been a 
much stronger organization. It. 
maintains a number of large 
eolleges including Baylor Uni- 
versity, Simmons University, How- 
ard Payne College, Baylor Col- 
lege at Belton, Decatur College, 
Wayland’ College, Marshall Col- 
lege and San Marcos Acadamey,

l and the Baptist Standard. It has 
had a very, strong organization, 
but it has weakened considerably 
in recent years. Phe Convention 
Executive Board and institutions 
fostered by the Convention ows; 
a total of over six million dol- 
lars with an average iincreas- 
ing number of preachers and 
churches rebelling against its 
authority, program and leader- 
ship. Thousands of churches once 
actively supporting the Conven- 
tion now send practically no 
money. They are only nominally 
affiliated with it. 

For thirty-three years, I say, 
most of the Baptist ' churches 
have clamed to be affiliated eith- 
er with the Convention or the 
B M. A.’s. And these two tribes 
have fought each other over the 


forms and methods of doing 
what they called ‘organized 
work,” that .is, denominational 


work outside the local churches. 
Now these two state wide bodies 
are trying ¢0 unite.

The Convention leaders have 
two or three very serious reas- 
ons for wanting to swallow the 
smaller and poorer group into 
the Convention. One reasop is 


that if the Convention does not 
absorb B. M. A. people, most of 
them will carry on a ceaseless 
war on the modernism of Con- 
vention leaders and schools. B. 
Mm. A. Baptists generally believe 
all the Bible and the majority 
are friendly to Dr.. J. Frank 
Norris and other Fundamentalist 
-Jeaders. While the Fundamen- 
talist Baptist movement in Tex- 
a@s has no state wide organiza- 
tion and will not have, yet Con- 
wention leaders see that most 
B. M. A. Baptists believe in the 
fundamenta)s of the faith and 
will likely become out and out 
Fundameptalists unless absorbed 
into the (rnvention machine and 
brought vader the sway of her 
leaders. Besides that, Conven- 
tion leaders hope to enlist. the 
thousands of B. M. A. Baptists 
im helping to pay their six mil- 


lion dollars of debts and to 
support their denominational in- 
stitutions. 

Brother Brewer Out Of Order 
“In the ‘Unificetion’ service 
Tuesday at the First Baptist 


Church of Oak Cliff,.as 4 went 
in I noticed a familiar figure, 
Brother J. W. Brewer, old time 
B. M. A. Baptist preacher, on his 
feet trying to say a word. Every 
time when he got about to the 
point of saying what he intend- 
Brother Walter Mc- 
Kenzie one of the ‘co-chairmen’ 
sof the meeting, would say, 
“Brother Brewer, you are out of 
order!"" For ten minutes or s0,. 
Brewer was ‘out of o1- 
der’ while Convention leaders sat 
in embarrassment wishing they 
@ould help, and B. M. A. Bap- 
tists, thoroughly accustomed to 
Brother Brewer, and not disturb- 
ed at all, waited patiently to. see 
hhow the matter would turn ont. 
Finally Brother Brewer in spite 
of the chairman got his question 
fn about like this: “If you want 
Baptist unification, what are you 
‘going to do with over 2,000 Bap- 
ist churches that are not co- 

perating either with the Bap- 
tist Missionaty Association or the 
Texas General Baptist Conven- 
tion?’’ He referred, of course, to 


the host of Fundamentalist Bap-' 


tist churches and independent 
Baptist churches, fundamentally 
sound by many times not calling 
themselves Fyndamentalists, who 
have been sickened by the mod- 
ernism or machine ruled or insti- 
tutional program of the two state 
bodies and have nothing to dp 
with either. To answer his ques 
tion would be to invite a dis- 
eussion of Dr. J. Frank Norris 
and other Fundamentalists, so 
the question was immediately 
dismissed by the chairman. 

But other men were out of 
order also. Brother’ Kirkland 
from Hillsboro arose to speak, 
but was ‘out of order’. Even 
Dr. Bassett of Cliff Temple Bap- 
tist Church arose to make a sug- 
gestion but was “out of order’’. 
Since he was to speak later, he 
didn’t mind. Another brother 
arose to speak, but was ‘‘out of 
order” the chairman declared, 
but proceeded to,speak any way. 
On account of his age and good 
intentions, we suppose, the chair- 
man did not insist after apolo- 
getically declaring that he was 
“out of order.” .

Will B. M. A. Baptists Unite 
With The Convention? 


Unification of these two bodies 
really means that the smaller 
group of B. M. A. Baptists . iil 
enter the Baptist General Con- 
vention. It is proposed to give 
up the name “Baptist Mission- 
ary Association’’ and simply adopt 
for the united body the old name 
of the ‘“‘Baptist General Conven- 
tion.’’ The united body would 
keep all the institutions of the 
Convention, would keep the pres- 
ent leadership of the Convention 
and would inherit, of course, the 
six million dollar debt of th« 
Convention. The debt on the B. 
M. A. or Baptist Missionary As- 
sociation board, school and or- 
phan’s home amounts, I suppose, 
to about $100,000, one sixtieth 
part of the Convention debt. The 
question really is, shall B. M. 
A. Baptists join the Convention 
which they have been separated 
from and have fought’ these 
thirty-three years? A great man. 
B. M. A. churches have already 
voted refusing to go in. I -sup- 
pose a majority of the pastors 
will refuse to enter the Con- 
vention. First Baptist Church of 
Oak Cliff,’ Hast Dallas Baptist 
Church and sOme other city 
churches with ambitious pastors 
will probably enter the Baptist 
General Convention. But in order 
to help them decide, let us state 
the matter clearly. 

I. Six Million Dollar Debt 

To join the Convention will 
mean joining a six million dol- 
lar debt. Do B. M. A. Baptists 
relish the prospect of being 
hounded day after day with a 
plea to support the program and 
help pay the six million dollar 
debt, when they have found it 
practically impossible to pay their 
own small debt? The Baptist

all. If we ought to have denom- 
Yational machines, then the 
Gatholics have the strongest in 
the world. If fidelity to the Word 
of God does not count, then why 
jleave out Catholics? If there is 
any argument for all Baptists 
tying themsélyes up in the same 
bundle. modernists, fundamen- 
talists and pussyfooters altogeth- 
er, believers and unbelievers. 
Spirit-filled Christians and in- 
fidels together, soul winning 
evangelists and evolution profess 
ors altogether, then why’ not 
just include everybody? 

No, the only union that mat- 
ters is union of heart, union of 
soul, and union on the Word of 
God and the work of God.
